I  would  grateiully  iiiank  uod  fir 
the  vigorous  health  He  gave  me  for  Its  performance  and  for  the 
preservation  oi  u.>beli  and  my  companion,  Rev.  J.  A.  Lackey,  In 
moments  oi  grave  porll.  Aiy  wnole  country  work  was  to  me  a 
great  mjoyment,  and  certainly  it  would  have  been  my  own  fauit 
if  it  had  been  otl^erwise.  for  the  kindness  snown  me  everywhere  by 
Clergy  and  peopie  cannot  possibly  lie  described.  It  is  really  a  great 
joy  tor  a  man  moving  quickly  from  place  to  place,  far  away  from 
home,  to  find  that  he  is  made  'at  home"  everywhere,  and  that  has 
Laen  the  happy  lot  of  the  Coadjutor  wherever  he  went.  No  resting 
place  !-eeni(d  strange,  or  cold  to  him,  "t.ie  latiy  of  the  house,"  the 
children,  the  clerical  or  lay  head  of  it,  all  were  friends,  with  warm 
welcomes  au<'  kind  adieus  speeding  the  traveller  as  he  went  h-.s 
rounds  '■confirniini;  the  churches." 

The  Aidi bishop  has  agreed  tliat  1  should  speak  to  you  on  the 
subject  of  the  "Missionary  Society  of  the  Church  of  Kngland  in 
Canada,  and  of  our  duty  as  a  Uiocese  in  connection  wiih  that  So- 
ciety. 

To  do  this,  allow  me  first  to  define  the  position  of  the  Society 
to  the  Diocese,  in  order  to  get  rid  of  the  idea  that  I  know  Is  in  th° 
minds  of  some,  that  the  Society  and  the  Church  are  really  distinct 
organizations,  and  that  the  claims  of  the  Society  are  no  greater 
than  those  of  any  other  Society  formed  for  a  good  or  holy  purpose. 
Surely-,  a  most  mistaken  idea,  the  truth  being  that  the  Missionary 
Soiiety  is  simply  t'K'  Canadian  Church  itself  in  missionary  action. 

In  Encland.  great  missionary  societies,  .such  as  the  S.  P.  O., 
and  the  C.  M.  S..  are  certainly  organiially  distim  t  from  the  estab- 
lished Church  of  England  the  Church  has  no  power  evi  ii  to  out- 
line, to  say  nothing  of  ordering  undertakings,  to  he  embarked  on 
by  the  societies,  neither  can  the  societies  legally  move  the  Churfli 
into  action.— but  in  the  i  a«e  of  the  Canadian  Church,  and  the  Can- 
adian Society,  the  facts  are  wholly  different:  for  ovr  .Missionary 
Society  positively  exists  under  a  canon  of  the  Gen'^ral  Synod  'f 
Canada,  passed  by  tho  bishop-,  clergy  and  laity  of  th"  whole  Church, 
from  l^brador  to  Windsor,  and  from  the  bo'mcla- y  line  oi'  the  I'ni'ea 
States  to  th"  Antic  Oc  an 

If  you  asl-  when  and  how  tiip  S.  P.  O.  wt=  called  into  being.  w.> 
reply  in  t>^e  >par  ITm.  by  Kinr  ^^■illifm  HI.,  who  is-ited  letters 
pitent  i'nd"r  the  Oreat  Sesl  of  Eng'and  for  the  creation  of  Mie 
cornoration. 

If  vou  ask  when  and  how  the  C.  M.  S.  wa=  called  into  beins. 
our  answer  is  equally  clear:  in  the  year  179!t.  wh-^n  r  f°w  irod'y 
persons  gathered  together  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  vo'.un- 
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tary  Missionary  Society,  in  c  mnettlon  with  the  Churrh  of  Eiiglanil, 
but  If  jou  ask  when,  and  by  whom,  the  Missionary  Society  of  t'.i>} 
Church  of  England,  In  Canada,  was  formed,  the  answer  is  wholly 
different. 

It  was  founded  in  the  year  iWi2.  l)y  the  Canadian  htirch,  in 
General  Synod  assembled,  and  established  in  aciordame  with  a 
canon  piissed  by  that  body  through  the  ananimous  vote  of  'he 
bishops,   clergy  and   laity  of   the   whole  Chufch 

And  ihat  lanon  liavinK  Uvt  u  iiuh.  t  il  ii.N  '  «■  lii.i^lie^i  aan  ulti- 
mate leRislative  body  of  the  Church.  demanil>  th?'  loyal  and  ••arn- 
est  observance!  of  every  member  of  ihe  Churi'h,  just  as  much  as  th  ' 
canon  rcgardiuK  the  "Table  of  Degrees"  passed  by  the  .same  body. 

Of  coiii'.se,  canons  can  be  .:mcndcd  m-  expunged  by  the  same 
body  that  called  them  into  being,  and  this  canon  is  no  exc('i>tion: 
but  this  possibility  only  emphasizes  the  fact  that  tho  rtoiieiy  is  in 
effect  nothing  more  or  less  than  a  great  StandiiiK  .Mir:  ionary  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Synod:  subject  at  any  time  to  such  changes 
or  alterations  as  the  higaer  body,  through  orderly  procedure  migit 
will  to  make. 

Now,  notice  how  the  body  called  the  .Missionary  Society  has 
been  constituted. 

The  work  of  the  Society  is  conducted  by  a  .imnil  of  Mi-iiinin. 
consisting  of  every  bishop  in  Canada,  and  a.,  the  members,  clerici' 
and  lay.  composing  the  I  owe    Mouse  of  the  General  Synod. 

A  more  perfect  iiliiitiliriilinii  of  the  Society  with  tlie  Churcli. 
and  the  Church  with  the  Society,  you  could  not  possibly  have,  for 
the  General  Synod,  through  the  bishops,  and  duly  uuthori/.ed  del.-- 
gates.  represents  the  whole  Canadian  Church,  and  that  General 
Synod  ((institutes  the  Board  of  the  Society;  in  other  words,  tho 
whole  Church  through  representation  forms  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Such  a  large  body  as  this,  of  course,  requiresi  an  F.-ivinHrr.  and 
such  Executive  is  entrusted  to  a  "Itoiinl  of   Uniifiiiniinil." 

In  the  constitution  of  this  Board,  the  identity  of  the  Church 
with  the  Society,  and  the  Society  with  the  Church,  is  most  carj- 
fully  maintained,  for  it  is  composed  of  all  the  Canadian  bishops, 
two  clergymen  and  two  laymen  elected  by  each  Diocesan  Synod 
In  the  Dominion,  and  the  officers  of  the  Society. 

At  each  meeting  of  the  Board  every  diocese  has  its  voice 
through  its  bishop  and  diocesan  representatives,  and  business  's 
conducted  on  the  lines  natural  to  all  Boards. 

Everything  is  done  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

Diocese  A  may  object  to  the  spirit  or  wording  of  a  resolution: 
if  so.  it  has  the  clearest  right  to  express  its  opinion  through  :ts 
delegate;   through  the  force  of  that  expression  it  may  bring  round 
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the  n.iiul  of  the  lU.an'  to  Us  opinion,  but  If  It  i\ovH  n.it  do  ho.  th-'n, 
as  the  ininoiit>.  it  is  loyally  bound  to  the  wh  .le  Church  to  en- 
deavour lo  rarry  out  the  will  of  the  Board  within  the  Dio.ese. 

Now.  noti.e  the  mode  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  Hoard  of 
.Management  to  ensure  a  reliable  income. 

At  the  beKinnini;  of  each  year,  all  the  needs  for  Home  and  Kor- 
eisn  work  are  before  the  lioanl,  and  in  due  time  it  proceeds  to  'ip- 
portion  or  allot  to  the  Dioce.se  the  snare  that  it  is  supposed  enc'i 
niinht  L  ily  be  expeited  lo  contril)\ite  to  the  sum  necessary  to  Iv" 
raised  as  ii\(nnie. 

At  the  meetinj;  where  this  allotment  is  made  each  diocese  i3 
represented  by  its  bishop  ard  the  two  clerical  and  lay  dele^atea 
appointed  by  the  different   l)ioce>an  Synods. 

Any  diocese  can  object  to  its  proposed  allotment  as  Insufficient, 
or  too  high,  and,  of  course,  in  such  a  case  efforts  wimld  be  mad- 
by  the  Board  of  .Management  to  acvommodate  matters:  but  what- 
ever the  final  amount  agreed  (m  may  reach,  ea<h  diocese  is  in  duty 
bound  U)  exeri  iM-  eurne-i  diligence  in  meeting  its  share  of  th^'  total 
amount  asked  for  by  the  Board. 

Advance  now  one  step  further.  The  allotment  agreed  to  by  the 
Board  of  .Management  and  tlie  amount  assigned  to  each  diocese 
comes  before  the  Synod  of  each  Dioces.-  for  sub-allotment  to  the 
different  parishes. 

Here,  the  clergymen  and  delegates  of  each  parish  or  mission 
have  a  perlc.l  right  to  object  lo  exce.-s  of  allotment  or  otlierwis.^. 
but  once  the  allotment,  as  a  whole,  is  arranged  by  the  Diocesan 
Synod,  each  parish  becomes  bound  as  far  as  honest  effort  is  con- 
cerned to  raise  within  the  year  the  amount  allotted  after  the  ol)jee- 
tion  to  the  allotment  proposed  has  been  heard  and  settled  for  the 
very  apparent  rea.-on  that  the  Board  of  Management  is  bound  lo 
meet  ITS  pledged  liabilities  to  the  various  dioceses  or  enterprises 
with  whi(  h  it  is  connected  in  Home  or  Foreign  work. 

I  trust  that  I  have  now  made  clear  that  the  Missionary  Society 
is  simply  the  whole  Caurch  of  Kngland  in  Canada  in  missionary 
action,  that  its  rules  and  regulaticms  are  framed  by  the  action  of 
the  Church  authorities;  that  its  schemes  are  essentially  the 
Church's  schemes;  that  its  success  is  the  Church's  success,  and  il» 
faihin— in  province,  in  diocese,  in  parish— the  (■Inirrh't  failure. 

Now.  notice  the  benefit  which  already  has  accrued  to  th« 
Chtirch  as  a  whole,  through  the  existence  of  this  Society. 

It  has  brought  clearly  before  the  Church  the  unirc  rrKpovsihility 
which  rests  tipon  it  as  a  Misxiniiiinj  Chiirch. 

The  day  for  selecting  pet  work  and  helping  this  bishop  or  tnat 
bishop    because  of  popular  or  itrivate  fancy  is  ended. 
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All  Canada  appi-als  to  us.  all  its  heathiMi  ra.px,  all  Us  tlioiisanart 
01  settlers  pourinK  into  the  .oiintiy.  all  the  Missionary  Hishop*. 
all  the  Missionary  CMeiKy,  ail  the  Chun  h  Mission  sfhools  and  hoi- 
pltals.  all  the  points  of  missionary  advautane.  all  the  forelKn  mis- 
sion work,  whl.h  the  Chunh  oi  Kn^land  in  Canada  has  undertakMi. 
In  short,  all  the  Chur.h  work  .  ver  increasing;,  and  lyiUK  outside  of 
the  help,  which  the  sreat  heart  of  the  Great  Mother  Chun  h  still 
genen)usly  aflonls  us.  all  this  worii  la.es  us.  and  says.  ■Here  is 
your  field;  for  this  you  are  a(  <  oi m  \iii.i:  to  the  l.onl  ot  the 
harvest." 

Now,  do  not  mistake  nie. 

I  am  not  amongst  those  who  speak  as  if  the  Clninh  of  Kns- 
land  alone  stood  responsible  for  meeting  the  ndlKious  needs  of  this 
grand  .ountrv.  or  of  i;:noring  the  work  of  others,  whose  generosity 
In  supporting  Canadian  missions,  is  at  times  as  appan^nt  as  th» 
zeal  of  their  missionaries  is  at  times  uiidenial)le. 

Hut  thank  Cod.  the  Chiinh  of  Kngland  is  -called  of  C.od  and 
chosen'-  to  e  <lear  and  unmistakable  work  in  this  great  land, 
namelv.  <„„■  shnr.  our  I'ir.i,  shar,-  in  its  evangelization,  and  we 
would  l.e  unworthy  of  the  iia.ne  of  a  ("hunh,  and  shamefully  ro- 
crcant  to  duty,  if  we  sat  tanxly  by  and  watched  others  doing  tho 
duty  that  is  ours  by  right,  reaping  in  fields  that  by  natun-  belong 
to  us.  and  storing  what  should  be  our  ha  vests  in  their  barns. 

Now.  I  believe  that  this  Scxiety  has  kened  us  If.'-gely  to  our 

r,»l,i,iisihit;t!i.  at  least  to  our  own  people,  lo  the  patent  facts  thit 
the  Chunh  that  banti/es  is  the  Chun  h  that  shoe"  ..ry;  that  wfl 
should  meet  our  people  as  they  ent.T  this  great  land  and  keep  thera 
as  our  people  after  entry. 

The  waking  up  of  the  Church  to  this  responsibility  is  a  cause 
of  the  deepest  gratitude  to  God.  and  is  in  every  way  remarkable. 

It  was  a  bold  venture  of  faith  to  demand  fn)m  the  Church  for 
the  first  year  of  the  Society's  life  a  cash  income  of  .<7r>.0nti. 

But  the  demand,  thank  C.od,  has  largely  created  the  supply 
through  clergy  and  congregations  realizing  their  nsiiniixihilitu,  f'li- 
wherever,  all  over  the  Toniinion.  the  clergy  (onscious  of  that 
rispniisihililn  led  the  movement,  and  'iniih'l  its  advance,  the  increase 
of  offerings  to  the  new  Society  over  those  offered  to  the  old  haa 
been  more  than  gratifying. 

Poor  missions  that  had  been  offering  .<2  or  .'<3  offered  i<10,  well- 
to-do  parishes  rose  from  .Sr)0  to  .'<2r.O.  and  richer  parishes  from  $500 
or  $700  to  .'ii2.000  or  .$3.0C1;  the  scale  of  giving  was  uplifted  in  a 
wonderful  way,  and  the  list  of  contributors  in  such  centres  of  suc- 
cess covered  all  classes. 

A  great  English  statesman  sent  out  a  message  to  the  Empire  a 
few    w^ppks  past,   in    the    words,    "learn  to    think   imperially." 
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It  seems  . lear  to  me  that  the  Churih  Id  Canada  Is  learning  "to 
think  and  ait  unitedly."  that  the  field  ot  view  that  lies  before  thn 
hardest  worked  missionary  In  his  lonely  mission  Is  no  longer  nar- 
rowed to  the  field  of  his  own  work,  nor  bounded  by  the  Interests  ot 
hU  own  Diocese,  nor  confined  to  his  own  province,  but  that  he.  In 
c.mmon  with  many  others,  at  last,  at  lon«  last,  Is  havlnR  his  holy 
vision  of  the  City  of  Oo<l,  of  a  Kreat  united  fast  welded  together 
Canadian  Church,  not  rUIng  as  Augustine  saw  It  o«  the  crumbling 
ruins  of  a  worn  out  empire,  but  as  one  united  living  force  of  Ood; 
ready  to  do  and  dare  In  a  virgin  Christian  land  what  the  old  Chur-h 
did  and  dared  in  a  heathen  empire. 

O!  my  brethren,  cl«'rg>-  and  laity,  no  nobler  earthly  vision  was 
ever  flashed  by  God  before  the  eyes  of  man.  than  a  new  country  of 
glgantl'  xtent.  of  marvellous  natural  resources,  capable  of  the 
noblest  destiny,  irilh  Hi.  (hiirrl,  ,.f  Cuil  in  ih  niKlxt.  seeking  to  mould 
and  fashion  that  cestlny  for  the  glory  of  G(  '  and  the  welfare  of 
man.  Shall  It  be,  or  shall  it  not  be?  It  largely  rests  with  us  to 
say,  yes.  or  no. 

I  am  well  aware  that  some  find  it  no  light  thing  to  meet  the 
demands  made  by  the  Board  ir  addition  to  local  and  (Hoc-  san  de- 
mands. 

But  the  Board  levies  no  tax.  issues  uo  monetary  ukase;  it  simply 
expect.s  every  .  lergyman  through  parochial  organization,  or  other- 
wise,  to  see  that  om  <>  every  year  the  families  in  his  parish  or  mis- 
sion are  given  an  opportunity  to  help  the  Canadian  Church  in  its 
missionary  enterprises. 

Wherever  this  Is  carefully,  prayerfully  and  systematically  dono. 
the  clergyman  has  met  his  share  of  the  n siiininiliililii,  for  he  cer- 
tainly cannot  be  blamed,  if  after  preaching  earnestly  on  the  need  of 
the  work,  and  having  that  work  brought  personally  into  the  homes 
of  his  people,  the  allotment  on  this  parish  should  fail  to  reach  the 
required  amount,  he  has  done  what  hc^  c-ould.  and  iwssibly  his 
people  for  the  time  being  have  done  what  they  could,  and  neither 
priest   nor  people  could   be  expected  to  do  more. 

But  nothing  short  of  this  can  be  expected  to  bring  siifr<s.s,  no- 
thing In  any  parish  can  have  a  li<<iit  in  it.  if  the  head  of  the  parish 
does  not  fully  realize  that  as  a  Iniihr  in  tin  rhiinli.  whatever  the' 
Church  as  a  whole  moves  to  do.  the  nsiinnsihilitu  rests  on  him  with- 
in his  field  to  give  force  to  the  movement. 

Hence.  I  hold  we.  as  clergy  or  laity,  have  no  inherent  right  to 
stand  outside  of,  and  apart  from  a  movement  Inaugurated  by  the 
irholr  Churih.  from  personal  feelings  with  reg  ird  to  such  movement, 
for.  even  though  one  may  think  the  ulmlr  i'liurih  ill-advised,  and 
Its  action  rash  or  unstatesmanlike.  one  must  remember  that  there 
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may  be  many  In  the  parish  whi.  h  h«  iuliil»ter8  to.  who  think  vry 
Ultteivnily  cii  itif  Hul.je.t.  wn.)  thank  Uoil  that  at  l.mn  la«t  ih« 
Church  oi  hUKlanit  ha-  il«t"n  to  ta.e  Us  .luty  ...wan' >  th.-  mi.«i  >n 
Aeld  ot  thin  anU  toiemn  .ountrl.'s,  and  who  uaN.'  a  ilKht  to  ixpe  I 
an  HaineM  uuliitinK  .a.l  to  be  iku.!.-  to  i..en.  w.n.ln  meir  own  jmi- 
ish  to  a«8i«t  the  I  unuiiiun  t  iiiin  .1  In  ilolnn  its  work. 

An.l  apart  from  this,  surely,  he  .ould  s.anely  hope  to  meet  hh

Some  of  th..  congre- 
gations, anongs-t  thtm,  to  their  b.mour  be  it  said.  >•  u.c  of  nil 
iCiuk.sf  u„<l  i,.H,i;xt.  have  done  well;  but  take  the  figures  as  th^y 
appear,  and  they  teach  us  the  lesson,  that  if  the  Church  in  Mont- 
real seeks  to  face  its  responsibility,  it  will  have  to  lay  hold  of  thil 
matter  with  a  far  .sti<mgcr  grip  than  it  has  yet  done.

I  desire  now  to  express  my  grt "it 
obligation  to  the  liindness  and  hospitality  of  the  clergy  and  church- 
wardens,  and  their  families,  who  have  everywliere  done  their  ut- 
most to  facilitate  my  work  as  Archdeacon,  and  to  make  it  happy.

The  accounts  are  well  kept  and  the  stipends  of  the  clergy  ari 
paiu  with  laudable  punctuality.  But.  in  general,  the  stipends  seem 
to  be  at  the  figures  of  many  yc;irs  ago,  having  not  materially  in- 
creased with  the  prosperity  of  the  country  and  the  cost  of  living.

The  registers  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  deaths  are  in  general 
carefully  kept;  but  there  are  complaints  that  witnesses  sometimes 
neglect  to  enter  their  names. 

When  asked  whether  the  Government  book  is  intended  to  l)<3 
an  original  record,  or  merely  a  ( opy  of  the  parish  bof)k.  1  have  avl- 
vised  that  both  books  ought  to  be  independent  original  records.

To  mention  in  detail  all  the  repairs  and  improvements  recently 
made  would  be  to  append  lists,  long  or  short,  to  the  names  of  a 
very  large  number  of  the  ch\irches.  parsonage  houses,  and  gravn- 
ya  in  the  Archdeaconry.  Everywhere  there  appeared  a  spirit 
of  enterprise,  and  a  reverent  and  loving  zeal  in  making  the 
churches,  etc..  as  well  ordered  and  beautiful  as  possil)le.  Wherever 
special  repairs  were  required,  the  chunh-wardens  willingly  promised 
to  have  them  done,  and  I  have  since  heard  of  the  fulfilment  of  these 
promises. 

The  Church  property  seems  to  be  fully  jirotected  by  insurances. 
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TliK   UUILDINU   1)K    IIKCTOKV   HOL'SKS. 

Where  parishes  have  scemeil  ripe  for  suih  an  undertaking,  I 
have  advised  the  erection  of  rectory  houses  as  soon  as  iK)saible; 
and  1  understand  that  tho  church-wardens  ot  several  parishes  are 
taliinf;  this  matter  into  tavourabie  consideration. 

A  comfortable  residence  in  the  centre  of  the  population  and 
near  to  the  church  is  not  only  a  jtreat  boon  to  the  clergyman,  tiut 
i»  a<lds  U)  the  attractiveness  of  the  parish,  and.  conseipiently.  to  \*i. 
ability  to  secure  the  services  of  a  competent  incumbent  when  a 
vacancy  occurs.  In  this  importaAt  respect,  a  parish  without  a  suii- 
able  residence  for  the  clergyman  may  sooner  or  later  find  itself  'n 
a  weali  losition.

ARCHDEACONRY   OK  ST.   ANDREW'S. 


My  Loiii)  AHriiHisiior. — 

Since  I  was  appointed  Archdeacon  in  May,  VM2.  1  have  visitnd 
all  the  parishes  and  missions  in  the  Archdeaconry;  some  1  hav« 
visited  tlim   times,  some  tiiiti,  and  all  a'  least  once. 

1  have  to  report  the  property  of  the  church  in  good  order,  and, 
so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  adequately  insured.  The 
rtgiisteis  of  Civil  Status  are  excellently  kept,  and  the  stii>ends  of 
the  clergy  have  been  duly  paid.  Once  again  the  parish  of  Grenville 
takes  a  first  place  in  the  treatment  of  its  Rector:  on  Chris.. uis 
Day.  it  presented  -Mr.  Fitzgerald  with  an  offertory  of  over  ."JSO.  I 
would  not  mention  this  here  were  it  not  for  tiie  fact  that  over  and 
above  all  such  rcDeated  toKens  of  affection,  the  people  of  C.renvill.! 
pay  the  irholt-  of  their  clergyman's  stipend,  and  not  only  so.  but 
contribute  most  sympathetically  to  almost  <  nrii  Church  undertaking. 

Ilii'tsiiii  //(/(///'v.— Last  year,  the  house  us-ed  as  a  parsonage  cX 
Hudson  Heights  was  burned,  as  was  also  the  house  used  as  a  par- 
sonage at  St.  A.gathe.  It  is  a  cause  of  thankfulness  to  us  all  that 
there  was  no  loss  of  life,  nor  even  personal  injur-  sustained  by 
either  fires.  Nor  was  there  any  loss  of  church  property  iu  either 
case,  both  buildings  being  of  private  trust  or  ownership. 

Though  our  people  at  St.  Agathe  are  very  few  In  number,  the*' 
are  strong  in  the  desire  to  help  themselves;  and  under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  man  so  greatly  esteemed  as  is  Mr.  DesBrisay.  they  are 
sure  to  find  a  satisfactory  way  out  of  their  difhculties. 

At  Hudson  Heights,  a  fine  new  rectory  is  under  construction 
and  will  be  ready  for  occupation  this  year.  Thanks  to  the  energy 
of  the  Rev.  Hy.  Bancroft  and  his  flock,  the  new  rectory  will  be  a 
credit  to  Hudson  Heights  and  to  the  Archdeaconry  of  St.  Andrew'-\ 
It  will,  of  ro\irse,  be  owned  by  the  Ch\irch  in  the  same  way  as  re> 
(ories  throughout  the  Diocese. 

A'  Buckingham  a  fine  new  church  was  opened  and  consecratvl 
last  summer.     It  stands  on  the  site  of  the  former  church  and  rnm- 
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mands  a  magnificent  view  ol  tne  .c.untry.    it  is  to  tlu.  great  crellt 
of  Mr  Overing  and  the  people  ol  Buckingham  luai,  m  these  days  ..t 
debts  and  mortgages,  the  building  was  opened  froe  of  encumbran-je. 
It  is  impossible  not  to  be  concerned  about  the  smallness  of  the 
incomes  of  some  of  the  clergy  in  the  Archdeaconry.    Not  that  the 
clergy  themselves  are  finding  fault.    1  have  not  heard  a  complaint, 
or  even  a  murmur  from  any  one  of  them  on  the  subject.    But  their 
silence  would  not  justify  me  in  failing  to  call  attention  to  the  mat- 
ter    Everywhere  and  in  every  thing    the  cost  of  living  has  greatly 
increased  of  late,  so  that  the  purchasing  power  of  five  or  six  hun- 
dred dollars  is  much  less  to-day  than  it  was  ten  (10)  or  even  five 
(5)   years     ago.     Improvement  in     present  louditions     can  only  bd 
reached  through  increased  local  lil)erality  and  not  by  way  of  help 
from    outside  sources.    Only   in     the  most  exceptional  cases  ought 
the  Mission  Fund  be  called  up'n  to  contribute  two-thirds  or  ev-n 
half  of  the  clerical  income,  and  it  ougnt    to  •>,.  the  constant  aim  of 
every  mission  to    do    without  such  aid,  aiio  •  •    stand  upon  its  own 
feet,  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  cannot  close  this  official  report  without  telling  Your  Grace  of 
the  great  brotherly  kindness  of  the  clergy  in  aiding  me  in  the  a- 
cent  canvass  for  the  Mission  Fund  Debt.  Not  only  did  Miey  enter- 
tain me  in  their  homes..  t)ut  .lay  after  day.  for  th.<  better  part  of  two 
months,  they  drove  with  me  across  "hill  and  vale,"  over  roads  that 
were,  in  places,  no  roads  at  all.  The  companionship  of  the  clergy 
made  the  work  of  collecting  very  pleasant,  and  for  such  success  ns 
attended  our  efforts    the  credit  belongs  to  them  rather  than  to  m--.

This  is  the  Mission's  Year  of  Jubilee.  1  shall  now  simp!/  draw 
your  attention  to  that  fact,  bv  some  extracts  from  the  Rev.  H.  E. 
Benoifs  report  to  me.  leaving  to  the  Principal  to  report  concevnin,^ 
the  College  and  the  Pastor  to  speak  of  the  mission  in  his  addre';^ 
a*  the  Missionary  Meeting  on  Wednesday  evening. 
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The  Jubilee  celebration  of  the  Sabrevois  Mission,  which  was  to 
have  been  held  on  me  I3tii  of  .'ebruary,  having  been  postponed 
by  the  Sabrevois  Comnntiee  (in  oraer  that  the  matter  should  not 
be  lost  sight  oij.  1  beg  to  place  before  \our  Grace  some  facts  re- 
lating to  this  work,  which  you  may  think  of  suihcient  imi>ortani3 
to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  clergy  and  laity  in  the  Uiocese  of 
Montreal. 

"The  Church  of  England  shou.a  have  its  doors  wide  open,  and  all 
her  clergy  should  be  stimulated  to  direct  to  these  doors  all  speaking 
the  French  tongue  and  desirous  of  worshipping  in  ihat  language. 
These  may  be  assured  that  in  the  Church  of  England  they  will  find 
a  pure  and  true  branch  of  the  Catholic  Church. 

"I  desire  also  to  bring  to  Your  Grace's  attention  the  fact  that  the 
present  year  marks  the  Jubilee  anniversaries  of  three  very  impori- 
tant  events  in  the  history  of  the  Sabrevois  Mission.  The  first  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  Colonial  Church  and  School  Society  in  the  Uio- 
cese of  Montreal  was  held  in  the  large  school-room,  under  St. 
George's  Church,  on  the  l.'Uh  of  January.  1S54:  secondly,  this  Sj- 
ciety  was  incorporated  in  the  same  year,  and  lastly,  the  first  Sabre- 
vois College  was  opened  in  the  town  of  St.  Johns,  Que.,  on  the  Sth 
ol   November,  1854. 

"That  the  work  of  this  .\lissi(m  has  been  successful  no  one  can 
dt'ny.  It  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  IG  French  Cana- 
dian converts,  or  the  sons  of  converts  are  now  in  tlie  active  minis- 
try of  our  Church;  more  than  S.oiio  young  peoi)le  have  l)een  edu- 
cated in  its  SI  hools,  and  it  has  given  to  the  .Missionary  Society  of 
the  Church  of  England  in  Cana<la  its  present  very  efficient  general 
serreiary. 

"Such  a  work  i  annot  but  deserve  some  sjiecial  notice  from 
Church  pe()i)le  to  mark  its  completion  of  half  a  century  of  success- 
ful endavour.  and  I  would  earnestly  plead  that  action  be  taken,  if 
po.^sible,  at  the  Synod  meeting  to  n;  ,Ke  tliis  Jurjilee  year  one  of 
pernian-'nt  lienefit  to  the  Sabrevois  Mission,  a  mission  which  one  of 
the  most  learned  and  most  devoted  l)ishops  of  the  Can:  !ian  Church 
has  ileclaied  to  be  one  of  the  handmaids  of  the  Chun  h  of  England 
in  Canda;  a  mission,  too.  which  is  i)()ssil)ly  destined  to  be  one  of 
the  chief  supports  of  the  Church   in  this   I'rovince."

Principal  Rexford  entered  upon 
his  duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  new  year.  The  Principal  had  al- 
ready won  the  esteem  and  (onfidence  of  the  community  by  his  d)- 
votion  to  the  interests  of  education,  and  I  feel  sure  with  God's, 
blessing  the  College  under  his  care  will  .onlinue  to  prosper.  The 
Professors  Abhott-Smith  and  Howard,  and  .Mr.  Coleman,  have  dono 

their  worl<  well.  ^ 

The  College  has  lost  its  greatest  benefactor.  A.  I*.  Gault,  tne 
father  of  the  College.  The  loss  of  his  prin-ely  gifts  and  wise  n^anag*- 
ment  will  l)e  felt  more  than  aP  in  the  College.  Another  generous 
benefactor  has  gone.  Miss  Eli/a  Inmcan.  the  founder  of  the  "John 
Duncan  Chair  of  Dogmatic  Theology."  'I'he  \V(.stern  dio.eses  -re  im- 
posing upon  our  College  weighty  obligations  in  a  demand  ;  r  men 
and  for  their  training.  If  means  are  provi.led  the  College  will  open 
its  doors  to  men  preparing  lor  tliis  work.  Thank  'Jod.  the  Inends 
of  the  College  will  endeavour  to  meet  tlie  ilemand  for  increased 
income.
